Lennox-Boyd would prob- 
ubly have lost his fe on actlye 
service as well. 

Lucky Escape 

In the early days of Pe war, 
when he waa Parliamentary 
Secretary to the Ministry of 
Labour, he told Mr Neville 
Chamberlaln, then Prime Mini{s- 
ter, thnt he intended to join the 
Navy. Mr Chamberlain urged 
him to remaln In the Ministry, 

Lennox-Boyd therefore stayed 
on until May, 1940, when he 
joined the RNLV.R. wad 
squeezed his enormous frume 
Gft. 5%in. into 2 constal torpedo 
boat.

I originnlly = jntended,"" says 
Lenniox-Boyd, “Ek would cer- 
tainly have jolned omy former 
ugent (Captain E, C, Kennedy) 
who commanded the Rawal- 
pindi."

This forecast develops from, a 
detalled statistical survey of the 
tanker.
